WHERE THE BLAME LIES. 

Commenting on the fact that 
many counties in Georgia are being 
forced to carry a considerable por- 
tion of their 1930 and 1931 taxes 
uncollected, the Macon Telegraph 
expresses the belief that there will 
not be a “proper corrective applied 
to a now deplorable situation until 
the state is totally out of the field 
of ‘ad valorem’ taxation.” 

Certain it is that the ad valorem 
system has long outlived its useful- 
ness, but that fact is not chiefly 
responsible for the unbearably 
heavy burden being borne by the 
taxpayers of the state. 

No matter what method of taxa- 
tion is followed, there will be no 
relief for the taxpayers so long as 
they continue to support an oli- 
garchy of office-holders in 159 
counties, more than two-thirds of 
which are unnecessary. 

If these counties were reduced to 
50 or 60 the taxpayers would be 
saved, it is estimated, from four to 
five million dollars annually—and 
then the great majority of those 
now in arrears could pay their 
taxes. 

Georgia’s army of office-holders 
are stumbling over one another, 
with little to do and doing little, 
but all safely ensconsed on the 
county pay rolls. 

By the adoption of a wise plan 
of statewide consolidations, under 
which adjoining groups of two, 
three and*four counties could be 
merged, the present multitudinous 
mass of unnecessary office-holders 
could be reduced to a third. The 
immediate result would be the sav- 
ing of millions of dollars to the tax- 
payers and the rendering of better 
service by the enlarged county gov- 
ernments. 

Abandoned courthouses could be 
turned into the public school sys- 
tem to take the place of out-of-date 
buildings now being used, and the 
consolidation of jails, prison camps 
and county activities of all kinds 
would mean more and better service 
at reduced cost. 

It is strange that the taxpayers 
have remained so long blind to what 
is the chief cause of the heavy bur- 
den they are bearing. They are be- 
ing bled dry for the support of a 
huge army of office-holders, most 
of them not needed.

Is German 
Finished? 


A prominent and keen observer, 
Michael Farbman, after studying the 
situation in Germany, comes to the 
conclusion that while the whole of 
Germany is committed to and lives in 
expectation of a change, many Ger- 
mans believe that the change has tak- 
en place and that the only thing lack- 
ing is the consciousness of it. 

“The disruption of the bourgeois par- 
ties,” he writes, “the growth of com- 
munism, the dramatic —— tri- 
umphs of the national socialists, the 
radicalization of opinion on both left 
and right, are all outward signs of 
the revolt of the middle classes and 

roclaim the mergence of a new spirit 
in Germany. 

“But the change is deeper than 
these indications would suggest,” he 
goes on to-say. “The essential differ- 
ence between the German and the 
world crisis is this, that, whereas the 
latter, however’ severe, is a crisis 
which is not repugnant to capitalism, 
the former is one which seems to 
threaten its very existence. The out- 
side world is growing more and more 
accustomed to the idea that the fi- 
nancial collapse of Germany is imini- 
nent and that the country is on the 
verge of bankruptcy. But the world 
fails to perceive that the collapse, 
when it comes, will be more casta- 
strophic than this, involving the crash 
of our entire system. 

“We simply cannot escape the im- 
plications of a German collapse. It is 
still time to avert the crash. But any 
more hesitation and Germany is lost 
—and—we will all go down with her.” 


Kaiser Gets 


Out Mays. 


A report in a Dutch newspaper 
states that ex-Kaiser Wilhelm is deep- 
ly interested.in the military phase of 
the Sino-Japanese Struggle. He has 
obtained a complete set of maps of the 
fighting area and is immersing hiin- 
self daily for hours in the technical 
strategic questions of the hour. He 
studies the situation as well from the 
Japanese as from the Chinese stand- 
point, adds the Holland Journal, sug- 
gesting that the all-highest may come 
forward with a plan one of these 
days that will finish the war in a jiffy. 

It wouldn't be the first time the 
kaiser gave a plan with his compli- 
ments to a belligerent nation. He pre- 
sented the British with a scheme for 
conquering the Boers in South Africa,

It wasn't such a masterful plan, 
as one may imagine to have come 
from so august a warlord. He simply 
suggested that the British burn up 
the Boer homesteads and lead the 
women and children off captive to con- 
centration camps.

In Colorado the legislature killed a 
bill that proposed, among other 
things, that no discrimination should 
be made in county hospitals against 
practitioners of any school of. healing. 
In Florida, Washington and Utah 
bills sought to .permit all drugless 
healers to render to injured employes 
the treatment required by workmen's 


compensation acts. All these bills were 


killed. 

How can an intelligent legislature 
grant to practitioners of any school of 
healing the right to practice and even 
the right to use the title of “doctor” 
and then refuse to permit such legally 
licensed practitioners to function in 
the service of the public? 

Graft is the answer. Graft in the 
form of palm greasing or in the form 
of political patronage which the legis- 
lators employ to keep themselves and 
their party in power. 

How much longer will the peasantry 
endure this farce, this big time vaude- 
ville? It costs the taxpayer a pretty 
penny to maintain this ridiculous doc- 
tor licensing graft. Some such jumbled 
system may have been necessary in 
the old days but this country is surely 
well enough organized now to dis- 
ecard such quaint and costly method of 
regulating the healing art. If the fed- 
eral government is not to have charge 
of the matter, then at least some basic 
or fundamental standard should be 
established by the government for eon- 
stituent assemblies to follow in legis- 
lation pertaining to such an important 
factor of national welfare. Here is 
reform long overdue, a little bit of 
sound constructive economy, if the 
politicians are not feeding us a lot of 
evewash about that.

The climax to Tarzan’s amazing experiences came 
a few days after he found himself in chains.

Mamoru Shigemiatsu, the Japanese 
minister to China, said tonight that 
the meetings must go on at least for 
another week before any agreement 
can be reached. Quo Tai-chi, the 
Chinese spokesman, was even more 
pessimistic. Instead of coming togeth- 
er, he said, the conferees are drift- 
ing further apart.
